Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 

98.  ( 1 )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session: —

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills:  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed  de¬ 
parture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduction 
of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in

GAME  REGULATIONS,  1957-58 


Section  1 

The  prohibitions  declared  by  section  18  of  the 
“Game  Act,”  being  chapter  135  of  the  “Revised 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948,”  as  to  the 
hunting,  possession,  wounding,  and  killing  of  game, 
are,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  sections  2  to  8, 
inclusive,  of  these  regulations,  hereby  removed  to 
the  extent  and  within  the  period  and  the  limits  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  set  out  re¬ 
spectively,  as  follows: — 

For  the  purpose  of  defining  the  open  seasons  for 
big  game  and  game  birds,  the  Province  shall  be 
divided  into  two  districts,  to  be  known  as  the 
Western  and  Eastern  Districts  and  also  into  game 
management  areas  as  set  out  herein. 

“  WESTERN  DISTRICT  ”  shall  mean  and  in¬ 
clude  all  that  part  of  the  Province  situate  and  lying 
to  the  west  of  the  summit  of  the  Cascade  Moun¬ 
tains  and  south  of  the  Atlin  Electoral  District,  ex¬ 
cept  that  portion  of  the  Skeena  Electoral  District 
covered  by  the  watershed  of  the  Lakelse  and 
Zymagotitz  Rivers  and  that  portion  of  the  Cariboo 
Electoral  District  situate  and  lying  to  the  west  of 
the  summit  of  the  Cascade  Mountains. 

“  EASTERN  DISTRICT  ”  shall  mean  and  in¬ 
clude  all  of  the  remainder  of  the  Province. 

Provided,  for  the  purpose  of  the  open  seasons 
on  migratory  game  birds,  that  portion  of  the  Skeena 
River  and  its  watershed  situate  and  lying  within 
the  boundaries  of  the  Skeena  Electoral  District 
east  of  a  line  drawn  north  and  south  (astronomic) 
through  the  mouth  of  Khyex  River  be  construed 
and  be  considered  as  lying  within  the  Eastern 
District. 

Further,  for  the  purpose  of  these  regulations, 
the  Western  and  Eastern  Districts  shall  be  divided 
into  game  management  areas  as  follows: — 

Western  District

“  GAME  MANAGEMENT  AREA  No.  2  ”  shall 
mean  and  include  the  Dewdney,  North  Vancouver, 
all  Vancouver,  Chilliwack,  Delta,  Burnaby,  and 
New  Westminster  Electoral  Districts  and  that 
portion  of  the  Lillooet  Electoral  District  situate 
and  lying  within  the  Western  District. 

“  GAME  MANAGEMENT  AREA  No.  3  ”  shall 
mean  and  include  that  portion  of  the  Mackenzie 
Electoral  District  situate  and  lying  south  of  the 
52nd  parallel  of  north  latitude. 

“  GAME  MANAGEMENT  AREA  No.  4  ”  shall 
mean  and  include  that  portion  of  the  Western  Dis¬ 
trict  situate  and  lying  north  of  the  52nd  parallel  of 
north  latitude,  except  all  of  the  Queen  Charlotte 
Islands. 

“  GAME  MANAGEMENT  AREA  No.  5  ”  shall 
mean  and  include  all  of  the  Queen  Charlotte 
Islands. 

Eastern  District 

“  GAME  MANAGEMENT  AREA  No.  6  ”  shall 
mean  and  include  the  Yale  Electoral  District  (ex¬ 
cept  that  portion  bounded  on  the  south  by  High¬ 
way  No.  8  between  Spences  Bridge  and  Merritt, 
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on  the  east  side  by  Highway  No.  5  between  Mer¬ 
ritt  and  Kamloops),  and  that  portion  of  the  Kam¬ 
loops  Electoral  District  situate  and  lying  south  of 
the  South  Thompson  River  and  east  of  Highway 
No.  5  between  Merritt  and  Kamloops,  and  that 
portion  of  the  Salmon  Arm  Electoral  District 
situate  and  lying  south  of  the  South  Thompson 
River  and  Shuswap  Lake. 

“  GAME  MANAGEMENT  AREA  No.  7  ”  shall 
mean  and  include  the  Similkameen  Electoral  Dis¬ 
trict. 

“  GAME  MANAGEMENT  AREA  No.  8  ”  shall 
mean  and  include  the  South  Okanagan  and  Grand 
Forks-Greenwood  Electoral  Districts. 

“  GAME  MANAGEMENT  AREA  No.  9  ”  shall 
mean  and  include  the  North  Okanagan  Electoral 
District. 

“GAME  MANAGEMENT  AREA  No.  10”  shall 
mean  and  include  the  Rossland-Trail,  Nelson- 
Creston,  and  Kaslo-Slocan  Electoral  Districts. 

“GAME  MANAGEMENT  AREA  No.  11  ”  shall 
mean  and  include  the  Columbia,  Cranbrook,  and 
Fernie  Electoral  Districts. 

“GAME  MANAGEMENT  AREA  No.  12”  shall 
mean  and  include  the  Revelstoke  Electoral  District. 

“GAME  MANAGEMENT  AREA  No.  13”  shall 
mean  and  include  that  portion  of  the  Kamloops 
Electoral  District  situate  and  lying  to  the  north 
of  the  South  Thompson  River  and  to  the  east  of 
the  North  Thompson  River,  Clearwater  River, 
Game  Management  Area  No.  17,  and  that  portion 
of  the  Salmon  Arm  Electoral  District  situate  and 
lying  north  of  the  South  Thompson  River  and 
Shuswap  Lake. 

“GAME  MANAGEMENT  AREA  No.  14”  shall 
mean  and  include  those  portions  of  the  Lillooet 
and  Cariboo  Electoral  Districts  situate  and  lying 
east  of  the  Fraser  River,  south  of  the  south  shore¬ 
line  of  Quesnel  River,  Quesnel  Lake,  and  the  east 
arm  thereof;  that  portion  of  the  Yale  Electoral 
District  bounded  on  the  south  by  Highway  No.  8 
between  Spences  Bridge  and  Merritt,  and  on  the 
east  by  Highway  No.  5  between  Merritt  and  Kam¬ 
loops;  those  portions  of  the  Kamloops  Electoral 
District  situate  and  lying  west  of  Highway  No.  5 
between  Merritt  and  Kamloops,  and  west  of  the 
North  Thompson  and  Clearwater  Rivers  (except 
Game  Management  Area  No.  17). 

“GAME  MANAGEMENT  AREA  No.  15”  shall 
mean  and  include  that  portion  of  the  Lillooet 
Electoral  District  situate  and  lying  west  of  the 
Fraser  River  and  east  of  the  summit  of  the  Cas¬ 
cade  Mountains. 

“GAME  MANAGEMENT  AREA  No.  16”  shall 
mean  and  include  that  portion  of  the  Cariboo 
Electoral  District  situate  and  lying  to  the  west  of 
the  Fraser  River  and  to  the  south  of  the  Chilcotin 
River,  Chilanko  River,  Tatla  Lake  Creek,  Tatla 
Lake,  and  the  main  highway  between  Tatla  Lake 
and  Bella  Coola. 

“GAME  MANAGEMENT  AREA  No.  17”  shall 
mean  and  include  that  portion  of  the  Kamloops 
Electoral  District  known  as  Wells  Gray  Provincial 
Park  and  including  an  area  lying  north  of  Grouse 
(Moul)  Creek  in  the  Upper  Clearwater  Valley. 

“GAME  MANAGEMENT  AREA  No.  18”  shall 
mean  and  include  that  portion  of  the  Cariboo 
Electoral  District  situate  and  lying  to  the  west 
of  the  Fraser  River  and  to  the  north  of  the  Chil¬ 
cotin  River,  Chilanko  River,  Tatla  Lake  Creek, 
Tatla  Lake,  and  main  highway  between  Tatla 
Lake  and  Bella  Coola. 

“GAME  MANAGEMENT  AREA  No.  19”  shall 
mean  and  include  that  portion  of  the  Cariboo 
Electoral  District  situate  and  lying  to  the  east  of 
the  Fraser  River  and  to  the  north  of  the  south 
shore-line  of  Quesnel  River,  Quesnel  Lake,  and  the 
east  arm  thereof. 

“  GAME  MANAGEMENT  AREA  No.  20  ”  shall 
mean  and  include  those  portions  of  the  Fort 
George,  Omineca,  Skeena,  and  Atlin  Electoral 
Districts  situate  and  lying  within  the  Eastern  Dis¬ 
trict  and  south  of  the  56th  parallel  of  north  lati¬ 
tude. 
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“GAME  MANAGEMENT  AREA  No.  21  ”  shall 
mean  and  include  all  of  the  Peace  River  Elec¬ 
toral  District  and  all  that  part  of  the  Province 
situate  and  lying  to  the  north  of  the  56th  parallel 
of  north  latitude. 

Provided  that  henceforth  in  these  regulations 
the  term  “  game  management  area  ”  shall  be  desig¬ 
nated  as  “  G.M.A.” 

All  dates  mentioned  in  these  regulations  are  in¬ 
clusive  and  apply,  unless  otherwise  noted,  to  the 
calendar  year  1957.  There  is  no  open  season  on 
any  game  other  than  in  the  open  districts  and  dur¬ 
ing  the  period  mentioned  in  these  regulations. 

The  open  seasons  declared  by  these  regulations 
shall  cease  to  be  in  effect  in  any  area  covered  by 
a  closure  order  issued  by  the  Forest  Service  of  the 
Department  of  Lands  and  Forests  and  shall  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  ineffective  during  the  period  covered 
by  such  forest-closure  order. 

All  times  mentioned  in  these  regulations  refer 
to  Pacific  Standard  time  unless  otherwise  specifi¬ 
cally  mentioned. 

The  electoral  districts  mentioned  in  these  regu¬ 
lations  cover  such  districts  as  constituted  at  the 
time  of  the  passing  of  these  regulations. 

The  Migratory  Game  Bird  Seasons  in  these 
regulations  are  subject  to  confirmation  by  Fed¬ 
eral  Order  in  Council.

OVER  ONE  YEAR  OF  AGE,  throughout  the 
Western  District  (except  G.M.A.  No.  1),  Septem¬ 
ber  1st  to  December  1st. 

WAPITI  (ELK) 

BULLS  ONLY,  over  one  year  of  age,  in  G.M.A. 
No.  5,  September  15th  to  November  15th. 

In  G.M.A.  No.  1,  October  5th  to  October  20th. 

In  G.M.A.  No.  3,  September  14th  to  December 
1st. 

ANTLERLESS  (includes  COWS  and  all  animals 
under  one  year  of  age),  in  G.M.A.  No.  3,  Septem¬ 
ber  14th  to  December  1st.

BAND-TAILED  PIGEONS,  throughout  the 
Western  District,  September  1st  to  September  30th. 

Provided  in  that  portion  of  the  Lower  Mainland 
known  as  Boundary  Bay,  in  the  Municipality  of 
Delta,  situate  and  lying  west  of  a  straight  line 
drawn  due  south  from  the  south  end  of  Benson 
Road  to  its  intersection  with  the  49th  parallel  of 
north  latitude,  the  following  shall  apply: — 

(a)  No  person  shall  shoot  or  hunt  Brant  or  use 
Brant  decoys,  or  guide,  or  in  any  way 
assist  in  the  hunting  of  Brant  on  more 
than  two  days  (or  part  thereof)  in  succes¬ 
sion,  and  in  no  case  on  more  than  two 
days  in  each  week. 

(b)  No  person  shall  set  out  more  than  one 
flock  of  Brant  decoys. 

(c)  No  flock  of  Brant  decoys  shall  exceed  fifty 
(50)  in  number. 

(d)  No  person  shall  place  a  flock  of  Brant 
decoys  within  two  hundred  (200)  yards  of 
any  other  flock  of  Brant  decoys. 

(e)  No  more  than  one  blind  shall  be  used  for 
each  set  of  Brant  decoys  unless  blinds  are 
so  constructed  that  they  are  parallel  to  each 
other,  and  no  blind  shall  contain  more  than 
five  (5)  persons  at  any  one  time. 

(/)  No  decoys  shall  be  set,  or  allowed  to  re¬ 
main  set,  except  during  the  hours  on  each 
day  when  shooting  of  Brant  is  permitted 
under  these  regulations. 

No  person  shall  hunt,  kill,  or  attempt  to  kill  any 
migratory  game  bird  during  the  night,  which,  for 
the  purpose  of  these  regulations,  unless  otherwise 
noted  herein,  means  during  the  period  ending  one- 
half  hour  before  sunrise  and  beginning  the  pre¬ 
ceding  evening  at  the  following  times,  in  those 
portions  known  as  the  Dewdney,  Chilliwack,  Delta, 
North  Vancouver,  New  Westminster,  Vancouver- 
Point  Grey,  Vancouver  East,  and  Burnaby  Elec¬ 
toral  Districts: — 

(1)  From  October  12th  to  13th,  from  one 
hour  before  sunrise  to  one-half  hour  after 
sunset. 

(2)  From  October  14th  to  31st _ 5.40  p.m. 

(3)  From  November  1st  to  14th  ....5.15  p.m. 

(4)  From  November  15th  to  De¬ 
cember  31st  _ _ _ 4.50  p.m. 

(5)  From  January  1st  to  14th  _ 5.00  p.m. 

(6)  From  January  15th  to  31st _ 5.20  p.m. 

(7)  From  February  1st  to  14th 5.50  p.m. 

(8)  From  February  15th  to  28th  6.00  p.m. 
and  in  the  remaining  portions  of  the  Western 
District  the  hunting  of  migratory  game  birds  shall 
only  be  allowed  or  permissible  during  the  period 
one-half  hour  before  sunrise  to  one-half  hour  after 
sunset. 

The  possession  of  firearms  by  any  person 
during  the  night  in  a  place  frequented  by 
migratory  game  birds  is  prima  facie  evidence 
of  hunting  such  birds  during  the  night.

CALIFORNIA  QUAIL,  on  Saltspring,  Denman, 
and  Hornby  Islands,  and  in  those  portions  of  Van¬ 
couver  Island  situate  and  lying  south  of  the 
Shawnigan  Lake  Cut-off  Road,  October  12th  to 
November  17th. 

HUNGARIAN  PARTRIDGE,  no  open  season 
in  any  portion  of  the  Western  District. 

PTARMIGAN,  throughout  the  Western  District, 
August  31st  to  November  17th. 

PHEASANTS  (COCK  BIRDS  ONLY),  through¬ 
out  the  Western  District  (except  the  Mackenzie 
and  Skeena  Electoral  Districts  and  that  area  known 
as  the  Squamish  Valley),  October  12th  to  Novem¬ 
ber  17th. 
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HENS,  in  that  portion  of  Vancouver  Island 
situate  and  lying  south  of  the  Shawnigan  Lake 
Cut-off  Road,  October  12th  to  November  17th. 

Provided  that  the  shooting  of  Pheasants  is 
prohibited  in  the  North  Saanich  District,  on  Van¬ 
couver  Island,  on  the  following  days,  namely: 
October  13th,  20th,  and  27th,  and  November  3rd, 
1 0th,  and  17th;  and,  further,  the  hunting  or  shoot¬ 
ing  of  Pheasants  in  the  districts  mentioned  herein 
and  provided  with  an  open  season  shall  be,  on 
each  and  every  day  during  such  open  season,  from 
sunrise  to  one-half  hour  after  sunset. 

Bag-limits 

Note. — See  separate  section  dealing  with  bag- 
limits,  appearing  elsewhere  in  these  regulations. 

PROHIBITIONS,  CLOSED  AREAS,  ETC., 
WESTERN  DISTRICT 

The  open  seasons  declared  by  these  regulations 
shall  not  apply  to  the  following  parts  of  the  West¬ 
ern  District,  namely: — 

(a)  Kaien  Island,  in  the  Prince  Rupert  Electoral 
District. 

( b )  That  portion  of  the  Mackenzie  Electoral 
District  in  the  vicinity  of  Ocean  Falls  described  as 
follows:  “Commencing  at  the  south-west  corner 
of  Lot  1153;  thence  in  a  straight  line  due  west  for 
one  mile;  thence  in  a  straight  line  due  north  to  a 
point  about  one-quarter  mile  due  east  of  Mokst 
Lake;  thence  north-easterly  in  a  straight  line  to  the 
north-east  corner  of  Lot  209;  thence  easterly  in  a 
straight  line  from  said  corner  of  said  lot  to  a  point 
one-half  mile  east  of  Martin  River;  thence  south¬ 
easterly  in  a  straight  line  to  the  north-west  corner 
of  Lot  1 170;  thence  along  the  northern  boundary 
of  said  lot  to  the  west  shore  of  Link  Lake;  thence 
along  said  shore  of  said  lake  in  a  southerly  direc¬ 
tion  to  the  south-east  corner  of  Lot  1151;  thence 
along  the  south  boundaries  of  Lots  1151  and  1162 
to  the  south-west  cprner  of  Lot  1162;  thence  west¬ 
erly  in  a  straight  line  to  the  south-west  corner  of 
Lot  1176;  thence  in  a  straight  line  westerly  across 
Cousins  Inlet  to  the  point  of  commencement.” 

(c)  That  portion  of  Nanaimo  Harbour  and  vi¬ 
cinity  described  as  follows:  “Between  high-water 
mark  on  Vancouver  Island  and  a  line  drawn  as 
follows:  Commencing  at  Brechin  Point,  Departure 
Bay,  near  the  City  of  Nanaimo;  thence  in  an  east¬ 
erly  direction  to  the  most  westerly  point  of  New¬ 
castle  Island;  thence  along  the  shore-line  of  said 
island  in  a  northerly,  easterly,  and  southerly  direc¬ 
tion  to  the  most  easterly  point  of  said  island;  thence 
to  the  most  westerly  point  of  Protection  Island; 
thence  south-easterly  to  Gallows  Point  on  Protec¬ 
tion  Island;  thence  to  Jacks  Point  on  Vancouver 
Island;  thence  in  a  westerly  direction  to  Stevens 
and  Wright’s  shingle-mill  on  Vancouver  Island.” 

(d)  That  portion  of  the  Mackenzie  Electoral 
District  known  as  Minstrel  Island  Harbour,  or 
more  particularly  all  that  area  from  the  north-east 
corner  of  Lot  648  to  a  sign  posted  on  the  shore-line 
approximately  one-half  mile  south-east  of  the 
wharf  at  or  in  the  harbour  of  Minstrel  Island, 
wherein  the  discharge  of  firearms  of  any  kind  is 
prohibited  at  any  time. 

(e)  That  portion  of  the  Esquimalt  Electoral 
District  as  follows:  “All  that  portion  of  Esquimalt 
Harbour  and  Royal  Roads  below  high-water  mark 
situate  and  lying  north  of  a  straight  line  extending 
from  the  north-east  end  of  Lagoon  Spit  and  Ma¬ 
caulay  Point.” 

(/)  No  person  shall  hunt  or  shoot  migratory 
game  birds  below  high-water  mark  in  those  waters 
of  Vancouver  Island  known  as  Brentwood  Bay  and 
Tod  Inlet  extending  south  of  a  straight  line  running 
east  and  west  from  Sluggit  Point  to  Willis  Point 
and  all  of  that  strip  of  land  covered  by  water  in 
width  one  thousand  (1,000)  feet,  measured  sea¬ 
ward  from  high-water  mark  of  the  easterly  shore 
of  Vancouver  Island,  and  which  extends  from  the 
northerly  extremity  of  the  Esquimalt  Spit  to  the 
Albert  Head  Lighthouse,  Esquimalt  Land  District, 
as  well  as  that  strip  of  land  three  hundred  (300) 
feet  in  width  measured  inland  from  said  high-water 
mark,  and  which  extends  from  the  southerly  ex¬ 


tremity  of  said  Esquimalt  Spit  to  the  said  Albert 
Head  Lighthouse.”  _ 

( g )  All  that  parcel  or  tract  of  land  lying  within 
the  following  described  boundaries  and  being  part 
of  Esquimalt  and  Goldstream  Land  Districts: 
“  Commencing  at  a  point  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Island  Highway  situated  three  hundred  (300)  yards 
northerly  from  the  junction  of  the  said  Island  High¬ 
way  with  the  Sooke  and  Metchosin  Road;  thence 
in  a  westerly  direction  parallel  to  and  distant  there¬ 
from  three  hundred  (300)  yards  from  the  northerly 
boundary  of  the  Island  Highway  to  the  westerly 
boundary  of  the  Esquimalt  Land  District;  thence 
southerly  along  said  boundary  to  the  shore  of 
Langford  Lake;  thence  westerly,  southerly,  and 
easterly  along  the  said  shore  of  said  lake  to  the  said 
westerly  boundary  of  Esquimalt  Land  District; 
thence  southerly  along  said  boundary  to  the  south¬ 
erly  boundary  of  the  Esquimalt  and  Nanaimo  Rail¬ 
way  right-of-way;  thence  easterly  along  the  said 
southerly  boundary  to  its  intersection  with  Dunford 
Road;  thence  southerly  at  right  angles  to  said 
railway  right-of-way  a  distance  of  three  hundred 
(300)  yards;  thence  in  an  easterly  direction  paral¬ 
lel  to  and  distant  therefrom  three  hundred  (300) 
yards  from  said  Island  Highway  to  the  westerly 
boundary  of  the  Sooke  and  Metchosin  Road; 
thence  northerly  along  said  westerly  boundary  of 
said  road  and  the  Island  Highway  to  the  point  of 
commencement.” 

(/;)  That  portion  of  the  Ganges  Harbour  below 
high-water  mark  lying  north  of  a  straight  line 
running  from  Scott  Point  due  west  to  the  nearest 
point  on  the  west  shore-line  of  said  harbour. 

(/)  That  portion  of  the  Dewdney  Electoral 
District  known  as  Colony  Farm,  and  that  further 
portion  of  the  said  electoral  district  in  the  vicinity 
of  Harrison  Hot  Springs  more  particularly  de¬ 
scribed  as  follows:  “Commencing  at  the  mouth 
of  an  unnamed  slough  entering  Harrison  Lake  west 
of  the  Harrison  Hot  Springs  Hotel;  thence  along 
the  south  shore-line  of  said  unnamed  slough  to  the 
Agassiz-Harrison  Highway;  thence  northerly  along 
said  highway  to  Harrison  Lake;  thence  westerly 
along  the  shore-line  of  said  lake  to  the  point  of 
commencement.” 

(/)  That  portion  of  the  Municipality  of  Mats- 
qui  consisting  of  approximately  two  hundred  (200) 
acres  of  land  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Trans- 
Canada  Highway,  on  the  south  by  Marshall  Road, 
on  the  east  by  Ware  Road,  and  on  the  west  by 
Emerson  Road. 

( k )  All  and  singular  that  area  or  tract  of  land, 
in  or  near  the  village  of  Ladner,  situate,  lying 
and  being  in  the  Municipality  of  Delta  and  which 
may  be  more  particularly  described  as  follows: 
“  Commencing  at  a  point  on  the  west  boundary¬ 
line  of  Green  Road  at  intersection  of  south  bound¬ 
ary  of  District  Lot  116,  Group  2;  thence  westerly 
along  the  south  boundary  of  said  lot  to  Chiluk- 
than  Slough;  thence  southerly  along  the  easterly 
bank  of  said  slough  to  the  intersection  of  north 
boundary  of  King  Edward  Street  produced;  thence 
westerly  along  north  boundary  of  said  street  and 
continuing  along  north  boundary  of  said  street 
to  east  boundary  of  Fairview  Road;  thence  north¬ 
erly  along  the  east  boundary  of  said  road  to  inter¬ 
section  of  northerly  boundary  of  Savoy  Street  pro¬ 
duced;  thence  south-westerly  along  the  northerly 
boundary  of  Savoy  Street  produced  and  continuing 
along  the  northerly  boundary  of  the  said  street  to 
the  east  boundary  of  Church  Street;  thence  north¬ 
westerly  along  the  easterly  boundary  of  Church 
Street  produced  to  the  southerly  bank  of  the  Fraser 
River;  thence  north-easterly  following  the  bank 
of  said  river  to  its  intersection  with  the  west  bank 
of  Chilukthan  Slough;  thence  southerly  along 
west  bank  of  said  slough  produced  to  southerly 
boundary  of  River  Dyke  Road;  thence  north¬ 
westerly  following  along  the  south-easterly 
boundary  of  River  Dyke  Road  to  its  intersection

( e )  From  November  15th  to  De¬ 
cember  18th  . . . . . 4.55  p.m. 

and  in  the  remaining  portions  of  the  Eastern  Dis¬ 
trict  the  hunting  of  migratory  game  birds  shall  only 
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he  allowed  or  permissible  during  the  period  one- 
half  hour  before  sunrise  to  one-half  hour  after 
sunset  on  any  day. 

The  possession  of  firearms  by  any  person 
during  the  night  in  a  place  frequented  by 
migratory  game  birds  is  prima  facie  evidence 
of  hunting  such  birds  during  the  night.

Provided  that  the  hunting  or  shooting  of  Hun¬ 
garian  Partridge  in  G.M.A.  No.  7  shall  be  be¬ 
tween  one  hour  before  sunrise  to  one  hour  after 
sunset,  and  in  G.M.A.  Nos.  6,  8,  9,  13,  and  14 
shall,  on  the  first  three  days  of  the  open  season, 
be  between  the  hours  of  12  noon  and  4  p.m.,  and 
during  the  remainder  of  the  open  season,  on  any 
day,  be  between  the  hours  of  8  a.m.  and  4  p.m. 

PARTRIDGE  (CHUKAR),  in  G.M.A.  Nos.  6, 

7,  13,  and  14,  October  12th  to  November  17th. 

Provided  that  the  hunting  or  shooting  of  Chu- 

kar  Partridge  in  G.M.A.  Nos.  6,  13,  and  14  shall, 
on  the  first  three  days  of  the  open  season,  be  be¬ 
tween  the  hours  of  12  noon  and  4  p.m.,  and  during 
the  remainder  of  the  open  season,  on  any  day,  be 
between  the  hours  of  8  a.m.  and  4  p.m.,  and  in 
G.M.A.  No.  7  one  hour  before  sunrise  to  one  hour 
after  sunset. 

PTARMIGAN,  throughout  the  Eastern  District, 
September  1st  to  November  17th. 

PHEASANTS  (COCK  BIRDS  ONLY),  in 
G.M.A.  Nos.  6,  7,  8,  9,  10,  13,  and  14,  October 
12th  to  November  17th. 

Provided  that  the  hunting  or  shooting  of  Pheas¬ 
ants  in  G.M.A.  Nos.  7  and  10  shall  be  between 
one  hour  before  sunrise  to  one  hour  after  sunset, 
and  in  G.M.A.  Nos.  6,  8,  9,  13,  and  14  shall,  on 
the  first  three  days  of  the  open  season,  be  between 
the  hours  of  12  noon  and  4  p.m.,  and  during  the 
remainder  of  the  open  season,  on  any  day,  be 
between  the  hours  of  8  a.m.  and  4  p.m.

PROHIBITIONS,  CLOSED  AREAS,  ETC., 
EASTERN  DISTRICT 

The  open  seasons  declared  by  these  regulations 
shall  not  apply  to  the  following  parts  of  the  East¬ 
ern  District,  namely: — 

(a)  Those  portions  of  the  Yale  and  Similkameen 
Electoral  Districts  situate  and  lying  within  the 
boundaries  of  Manning  Park  and  Three  Brothers 
Mountain  Game  Reserve  and  extending  to  Whip¬ 
saw  Creek,  a  distance  of  48.5  miles  when  entering 
Manning  Park  or  said  game  reserve  from  the  west 
or  the  east. 

( b )  That  portion  of  the  Yale  Electoral  District 
in  the  vicinity  of  Minnie  Lake  described  as  follows: 
“Commencing  at  the  north-east  corner  of  Lot  1 177; 


westerly  along  the  northerly  boundaries  of  Lots 
1177  and  1176  to  the  north-west  corner  of  Lot 
1176;  thence  following  a  straight  line  in  a  south¬ 
westerly  direction  to  the  north-west  corner  of  Lot 
1288;  thence  easterly  along  the  northerly  boundary 
of  said  lot  to  the  north-east  corner  of  Lot  1288; 
thence  southerly  along  the  easterly  boundary  of 
said  lot  to  the  south-east  corner  of  said  lot;  thence 
along  the  southern  boundary  of  Lot  1288  to  the 
north-east  corner  of  Lot  1119;  thence  along  the 
easterly  boundaries  of  Lots  1119,  1118,  and  1099 
to  the  south-east  corner  of  Lot  1099;  thence  south¬ 
easterly  in  a  straight  line  to  the  nearest  point  on 
the  north  bank  of  Quilchena  Creek;  thence  along 
north  shore  of  said  creek  to  the  south-east  corner 
of  Lot  490;  thence  along  the  easterly  boundary  of 
Lot  490  to  the  north-east  corner  of  said  lot;  thence 
along  the  southerly  boundary  of  Lot  695  to  the 
south-east  corner  of  said  lot;  thence  along  the  east 
boundary  of  Lot  695  to  the  north-west  corner  of 
Lot  683;  thence  in  a  straight  line  from  the  north¬ 
west  corner  of  Lot  683  in  a  north-westerly  direc¬ 
tion  to  Lots  695,  694,  and  1178  to  the  point  of 
commencement.” 

(c)  That  portion  of  the  Kamloops  Electoral  Dis¬ 
trict  described  as  follows:  “All  waters  of  the  North 
Thompson,  South  Thompson,  and  Thompson 
Rivers  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Canadian 
National  Railway  bridge  (main  line)  at  Kamloops 
Junction,  and  on  the  east  by  the  Kamloops-Blue 
River  Highway  Bridge  at  Kamloops,  and  on  the 
west  by  the  Kamloops-Tranquille  Highway  Bridge.” 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  clause  shall 
apply  only  in  respect  to  the  hunting  of  game  birds. 

( d )  That  portion  of  the  Kamloops  Electoral 
District  described  as  follows:  “Commencing  at 
7-mile  post  on  the  Canadian  National  Railway; 
thence  in  a  straight  line  directly  south  to  the  trans¬ 
mission-line  of  the  British  Columbia  Power  Com¬ 
mission;  thence  in  a  westerly  direction  along  said 
power-line  for  a  distance  of  two  thousand  eight 
hundred  (2,800)  feet;  thence  in  a  straight  line 
directly  south  to  low-water  mark  on  Kamloops 
Lake;  thence  in  a  north-westerly  direction  follow¬ 
ing  the  shore-line  of  said  lake  to  the  mouth  of 
Tranquille  River;  thence  in  a  north-easterly  direc¬ 
tion  following  the  west  bank  of  said  river  to  its 
junction  with  the  Canadian  National  Railway; 
thence  along  the  south  boundary  of  the  right-of- 
way  of  the  said  railway  in  an  eastern  direction  to 
the  point  of  commencement.” 

( e )  That  portion  of  the  Kamloops  Land  District 
west  of  the  Thompson  River  and  commonly  re¬ 
ferred  to  as  the  Pass  Lake  area,  and  more  particu¬ 
larly  described  as  follows:  “Commencing  at  Pass 
Lake  Road  at  the  south-east  corner  of  Section  6. 
Township  22,  Range  18;  thence  one-half  mile  in 
a  north-westerly  direction  along  the  said  road  to 
the  Ranger  Station  fence;  thence  three-quarters  of 
a  mile  along  said  fence  to  Allies  Mines  Road; 
thence  one  and  one-half  (1  Vi)  miles  in  a  north¬ 
westerly  direction  along  said  road  to  a  point  one- 
third  of  a  mile  east  of  the  west  one-quarter  post  of 
Section  12,  Township  22,  Range  19;  thence  follow¬ 
ing  the  slash  and  bulldozed  fire-guard  three-quarters 
of  a  mile  in  a  north-westerly  direction  to  a  point 
of  a  shale-slide  one-quarter  of  a  mile  south-west  of 
the  north-west  corner  of  Section  12,  Township  22, 
Range  19;  thence  one-half  mile  in  a  north-easterly 
direction  along  said  shale-slide;  thence  northerly 
one  (1)  mile  to  a  point  one-eighth  of  a  mile  west 
of  the  one-quarter  post  of  Section  24,  Township  22, 
Range  19;  thence  east-south-east  one  and  one-half 
(U/2)  miles  across  Watching  Creek  to  Watching 
Creek  Trail  to  a  point  one-quarter  of  a  mile  easf 
north-east  of  the  south-west  corner  of  Section  19, 
Township  22,  Range  18;  thence  one  and  one-half 
(U/2)  miles  south  along  said  trail  to  a  fence; 
thence  three  and  one-quarter  (314)  miles  north¬ 
easterly,  south-easterly,  and  south-westerly  along 
said  fence  to  the  east  side  of  Pass  Lake;  thence 
one-quarter  of  a  mile  around  the  south  end  of 
Pass  Lake  to  the  point  of  commencement.” 

(/)  That  portion  of  the  South  Okanagan  Elec¬ 
toral  District  in  the  vicinity  of  Kelowna  known 
as  Lot  M,  Plan  920,  Osoyoos  Division  of  Yale 
District  (comprising  land  surrounding  trout-ponds 
near  Kelowna). 
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( g )  That  portion  of  the  Salmon  Arm  Electoral 
District  described  as  follows:  “Commencing  at 
the  mouth  of  Sicamous  (Two  Mile)  Creek;  thence 
following  the  east  shore-line  of  Mara  Lake,  Sica¬ 
mous  Narrows,  and  Shuswap  Lake  in  a  north¬ 
westerly  direction  to  Murdock  Point,  which  is 
approximately  two  (2)  miles  north-west  of  Sica¬ 
mous;  thence  in  a  straight  line  in  a  south-easterly 
direction  to  Semaphore  Point,  one  ( 1 )  mile  west 
of  Sicamous;  thence  easterly  along  the  shore-line 
of  Shuswap  Lake  to  Sicamous  Narrows;  thence 
southerly  following  the  west  shore-line  of  Sica¬ 
mous  Narrows  and  Mara  Lake  to  a  point  known 
as  Carney’s  pole-yard,  approximately  two  (2) 
miles  south  of  Sicamous;  thence  in  a  straight  line 
in  a  north-easterly  direction  to  the  point  of  com¬ 
mencement.” 

That  portion  of  the  Salmon  Arm  of  Shuswap 
Lake  within  the  boundary  of  the  Municipality  of 
Salmon  Arm  lying  south-easterly  of  a  straight  line 
of  approximately  one  and  one-quarter  (114)  miles 
in  length,  commencing  at  the  outer  end  of  the 
Salmon  Arm  Wharf;  thence  north-easterly  to  a 
white  marker  where  the  shore-line  of  said  Salmon 
Arm  of  Shuswap  Lake  intersects  with  the  northern 
boundary  of  the  North-west  Quarter  of  Section  24, 
Township  20,  Range  10. 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  clause  shall 
apply  only  in  respect  to  the  hunting  of  game  birds. 

(h)  In  those  portions  of  the  South  Okanagan 
Electoral  District  described  as  follows:  “Com¬ 
mencing  at  the  intersection  of  the  West  Kootenay 
Power  and  Light  Company  right-of-way  and  Oka¬ 
nagan  Highway  No.  97,  situate  and  lying  in  Dis¬ 
trict  Lot  119;  thence  north-easterly  and  northerly 
along  the  east  boundary  of  said  right-of-way  to 
the  northerly  boundary  of  Section  35;  thence 
westerly  along  the  northerly  boundaries  of  Sections 
35  and  34  to  Okanagan  Highway  No.  97;  thence 
southerly  along  the  said  highway  to  the  point  of 
commencement.” 

(/)  That  portion  of  the  Nelson-Creston  Elec¬ 
toral  District  described  as  follows:  “Commencing 
on  the  north  shore  of  the  West  Arm  of  Kootenay 
Lake  at  Willow  Point  Wharf;  thence  following  the 
Duhamel  or  Six  Mile  Creek  Road  to  the  intersec¬ 
tion  of  the  said  Duhamel  Road  with  the  First 
West  Fork  of  Duhamel  Creek;  thence  following 
the  said  West  Fork  to  its  source;  thence  in  a 
southerly  direction  following  the  divide  between 
Duhamel  Creek  and  the  West  Arm  of  Kootenay 
Lake  and  Grohman  Creek  to  the  mouth  of  Groh- 
man  Creek;  thence  across  the  West  Arm  of  Koo¬ 
tenay  Lake  to  the  south  shore  of  the  West  Arm

(/)  That  portion  of  the  Fernie  Electoral  District 
described  as  follows:  “Commencing  at  the  junc¬ 
tion  of  Bovine  (Goat)  Creek  with  the  Elk  River; 
thence  in  south-easterly  direction  to  the  site  of  the 
East  Kootenay  Power  and  Light  Company’s  water- 
gauge  on  the  Fording  River;  thence  along  the 
west  bank  of  said  river  to  the  junction  of  said 
river  and  the  Elk  River;  thence  along  the  east 
bank  of  Elk  River  to  the  point  of  commencement.” 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  clause  shall 
not  apply  in  respect  to  the  trapping  of  fur-bearing 
animals. 

(k)  That  portion  of  the  Cariboo  Electoral  Dis¬ 
trict  within  a  radius  of  one  (1)  mile  of  the  Town- 
site  of  Wells. 

(/)  That  portion  of  the  Atlin  Electoral  District 
described  as  follows:  “Commencing  at  Mill  Street 
on  the  shore  of  Atlin  Lake;  thence  easterly  to 
First  Street;  thence  northerly  along  said  street  to 
Watson  Avenue;  thence  east  one  block  along  said 
avenue  to  Second  Street;  thence  north  two  blocks 
along  said  street  to  Pearl  Avenue;  thence  east 
one  block  along  said  avenue  to  Third  Street; 
thence  northerly  two  blocks  along  said  street  to 
Discovery  Avenue;  thence  easterly  along  said 
avenue  to  Seventh  Street;  thence  southerly  approx¬ 


imately  three  thousand  eight  hundred  (3,800)  feet 
along  said  street  to  McKee  Creek  Road;  thence 
south-easterly  approximately  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  fifty  (1,950)  feet  to  Johnson’s  Road; 
thence  westerly  along  said  road  four  thousand  one 
hundred  and  forty  (4,140)  feet  to  the  shore  of 
Atlin  Lake;  thence  north-westerly  along  the  shore 
of  said  lake  to  the  point  of  commencement.” 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  clause  shall 
apply  only  in  respect  to  the  hunting  of  migratory 
game  birds. 

(m)  That  portion  of  the  Fort  George  Electoral 
District  known  as  Buckthorn  (Buckhorn)  Lake, 
wherein  the  shooting,  molesting,  or  disturbing  of 
migratory  game  birds  is  prohibited. 

UO  There  shall  be  no  open  season  on  any  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Deer  Family  in  those  portions  of  the 
Eastern  District  described  as  follows: — 

In  that  portion  of  the  Fernie  Electoral  District 
described  as  follows:  “  Commencing  at  the  junc¬ 
tion  of  Morrissey  Creek  and  Elk  River;  thence  fol¬ 
lowing  the  east  and  south  banks  of  said  river  to 
a  point  one-half  mile  south  of  the  junction  of 
Wigwam  and  Elk  Rivers;  thence  easterly  following 
the  summit  of  the  watershed  on  the  south  side  of 
Wigwam  River  to  a  point  on  the  said  river  one- 
half  mile  south  of  the  junction  of  the  said  river 
and  Lodgepole  Creek;  thence  in  an  easterly  direc¬ 
tion  following  the  summit  of  the  watershed  on  the 
south  side  of  said  creek  to  the  summit  at  the 
headwaters  of  the  said  creek;  thence  norther.y 
following  the  summit  of  the  said  watershed  and 
westerly  along  the  summit  on  the  north  side  of  the 
said  creek  and  Meadow  Creek  to  a  point  on  Mor¬ 
rissey  Creek  two  (2)  miles  north-east  from  the 
mouth  of  said  creek;  thence  along  the  south  bank 
of  said  creek  to  the  point  of  commencement.” 

In  that  portion  of  the  Atlin  Electoral  District 
situate  and  lying  north  of  the  59th  parallel  of  north 
latitude.  The  provisions  of  this  clause  shall  apply 
only  in  respect  to  the  hunting  of  deer. 

Note. — The  closed  areas  mentioned  under  the 
headings  “  Western  District  ”  and  “  Eastern  Dis¬ 
trict  ”  are  not  game  reserves.  Game  reserves  are 
set  aside  by  separate  order  or  regulation  and  con¬ 
sequently  are  not  listed  herein. 

Section  2 

BAG-LIMITS 

Western  District 

DEER:  On  Vancouver  Island,  or  G.M.A.  No. 
1,  three  (3),  of  which  two  (2)  may  be  antlerless 
animals.  Throughout  the  remainder  of  the  West¬ 
ern  District,  two  (2),  of  which  one  ( 1)  may  be  an 
antlerless  animal  if  shot  in  an  area  provided  with 
an  open  season  under  these  regulations. 

On  Vancouver  Island  no  person  shall  have  in 
his  possession  at  any  one  time  more  than  two  (2) 
Deer  when  actually  hunting  or  proceeding  to  or 
from  any  hunt.  In  G.M.A.  No.  5  there  shall  be 
no  bag-limit,  and  no  Deer  shot,  killed,  or  taken 
shall  be  exported  or  shipped  from  said  area  during 
any  other  period  than  from  September  14th  to 
December  1st,  and  any  Deer  shot  in  said  game 
management  area  must  be  tagged  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Game-tagging  Regu¬ 
lations. 

GROUSE:  Daily  bag-limit,  eight  (8),  of  which 
six  (6)  may  be  Willow  or  Ruffed  Grouse  if  an 
open  season  is  provided  thereon;  season  bag-limit, 
forty  (40)  in  the  aggregate;  provided  that  in 
G.M.A.  No.  1  no  person  shall  have  in  his  posses¬ 
sion  at  any  one  time  more  than  two  days’  bag-limit. 

PTARMIGAN:  Daily  bag-limit,  six  (6);  season 
bag-limit,  twenty-four  (24). 

QUAIL  (CALIFORNIA):  Daily  bag-limit,  in 
that  portion  of  G.M.A.  No.  1  provided  with  an 
open  season,  six  (6);  season  bag-limit,  twenty-four 
(24). 

Eastern  District 
Big  Game 

CARIBOU,  BULLS  ONLY,  over  one  year  of 
age:  One  (1),  but  in  those  portions  of  the  Eastern 
District  where  an  either-sex  season  is  permitted, 
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one  (1),  but  the  maximum  bag-limit  during  the 
season  shall  be  one  ( 1 )  Caribou  only. 

DEER:  Two  (2),  of  which  one  (1)  may  be  an 
antlerless  animal,  provided  that  in  G.M.A.  Nos.  20 
and  21  the  bag-limit  shall  be  one  (1)  Buck  Deer 
only  over  one  year  of  age. 

MOUNTAIN-SHEEP,  RAMS  ONLY,  over  one 
year  of  age:  One(l). 

Upland  Game  Birds 

CALIFORNIA  QUAIL:  Daily  bag-limit,  ten 
(10);  season  bag-limit,  thirty  (30). 

GROUSE  (RLUE,  WILLOW  or  RUFFED,  and 
FRANKLIN’S):  In  G.M.A.  Nos.  13  and  14,  daily 
bag-limit,  ten  (10),  provided  that  not  more  than 
six  (6)  shall  be  Blue  or  Franklin’s  Grouse; 
season  bag-limit,  thirty  (30).  In  the  remainder  of 
the  Eastern  District,  daily  bag-limit,  eight  (8),  of 
which  not  more  than  six  (6)  shall  be  of  any  one 
species;  season  bag-limit,  thirty  (30)  in  the  aggre¬ 
gate. 

PTARMIGAN:  Throughout  the  Eastern  District 
(except  G.M.A.  No.  7),  daily  bag-limit,  ten  (10); 
season  bag-limit,  thirty  (30).  In  G.M.A.  No.  7, 
daily  bag-limit,  three  (3);  season  bag-limit,  eighteen 
(18). 

PRAIRIE-CHICKEN  or  SHARP  -  TAILED 

GROUSE:  Throughout  those  portions  of  the  East¬ 
ern  District  (except  G.M.A.  No.  6)  provided  with 
an  open  season,  daily  bag-limit,  six  (6);  season 
bag-limit,  twenty-four  (24).  In  G.M.A.  No.  6, 
daily  bag-limit,  two  (2);  season  bag-limit,  ten  (10). 

PARTRIDGE  (HUNGARIAN):  In  G.M.A. 
No.  7,  daily  bag-limit,  ten  (10);  season  bag-limit, 
thirty  (30).  Throughout  the  remaining  portions 
of  the  Eastern  District  provided  with  an  open  sea¬ 
son,  daily  bag-limit,  four  (4);  season  bag-limit, 
twenty  (20);  provided  that  in  G.M.A.  Nos.  6,  13, 
and  14  the  combined  daily  bag-limit  for  Hun¬ 
garian  and  Chukar  Partridges  shall  not  be  more 
than  four  (4)  in  the  aggregate;  season  bag-limit, 
not  more  than  twenty  (20)  in  the  aggregate.  In 
G.M.A.  No.  7,  daily  bag-limit  on  Chukar  Partridge 
shall  be  four  (4);  season  bag-limit,  twenty  (20). 

Throughout  the  Province 
Big  Came 

BEAR:  In  that  portion  of  the  Province  situate 
and  lying  north  of  the  57th  parallel  of  north  lati¬ 
tude  and  west  of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  two  (2) 
Grizzly  Bear.  Throughout  the  remainder  of  the 
Province,  one  (1)  Grizzly  Bear.  No  bag-limit  on 
Black  or  Brown  Bear. 

MOOSE  and  WAPITI  (ELK):  One  (1)— 
combination  bag-limit  of  one  (1)  Moose  or  one 
(1)  Wapiti  (Elk),  but  not  both. 

MOUNTAIN-GOAT  over  one  year  of  age:  In 
G.M.A.  Nos.  7  and  8,  one  (1);  throughout  the 
remainder  of  the  Province,  two  (2). 

Upland  Game  Birds 

PHEASANTS  (COCK  BIRDS  ONLY):  In 
those  portions  of  the  Province  provided  with  an 
open  season  in  these  regulations,  daily  bag-limit, 
two  (2);  season  bag-limit,  ten  (10);  provided 
that  in  areas  where  the  shooting  of  hen  pheasants 
is  permitted  the  daily  bag-limit  may  contain  one 
( 1 )  hen. 

Migratory  Game  Birds 

COOTS:  Daily  bag-limit,  twenty-five  (25); 
season  bag-limit,  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150). 

DUCKS  (except  Eider  Ducks) :  Daily  bag- 
limit,  ten  (10),  of  which  not  more  than  one  (1) 
may  be  a  Wood  Duck  and  not  more  than  eight  (8) 
may  be  of  species  other  than  Pintail  or  Baldpate; 
season  bag-limit,  one  hundred  (100)  in  the  aggre¬ 
gate. 

GEESE  and  BLACK  BRANT:  Daily  bag-limit, 
five  (5)  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds;  season  bag- 
limit,  twenty-five  (25)  in  the  aggregate.  Except 
in  the  Nelson-Creston  Electoral  District,  wherein 
the  daily  bag-limit  shall  be  three  (3)  in  the  aggre¬ 


gate  of  all  kinds  and  the  season  bag-limit  shall  be 
eighteen  (18)  Geese  in  the  aggregate. 

WILSON’S  SNIPE:  Daily  bag-limit,  eight  (8); 
season  bag-limit,  fifty  (50). 

PIGEONS  (BAND-TAILED):  Daily  bag-limit, 
ten  (10);  season  bag-limit,  fifty  (50). 

Provided  no  person  shall  have  in  his  possession 
more  than  two  days’  bag-limit  of  migratory  game 
birds  when  actually  hunting  or  returning  from 
hunting,  but  any  such  person  may  in  addition  have 
in  his  place  of  residence  or  in  a  cold-storage  locker 
plant  not  more  than  a  further  two  days’  bag-limit 
of  Ducks  only. 

Section  3 

No  person  shall,  in  any  district  designated  in 
these  regulations,  kill  or  take  on  any  one  day  any 
greater  number  of  game  birds  than  the  daily  bag- 
limit  mentioned,  or  kill  or  take  or  have  in  his 
possession  during  the  entire  open  season  more  game 
birds  than  the  maximum  number  to  be  killed, 
taken,  or  had  in  possession  in  any  district. 

Throughout  the  Province  no  person  shall  at  any 
time  kill  or  take  or  have  in  his  possession  during 
the  entire  open  season  more  big-game  animals  than 
the  maximum  number  permitted  to  be  killed,  taken, 
or  had  in  possession  in  any  district. 

Every  person  shall,  upon  request  of  any  Game 
Warden  or  Constable,  furnish  satisfactory  proof  to 
him  of  the  locality  and  date  on  which  any  game 
was  by  him  killed,  taken,  or  had  in  possession. 

Section  4 
Sale  of  Big-game 

The  prohibitions  declared  by  subsection  (1)  of 
section  26  of  the  “  Game  Act  ”  as  to  the  buying, 
selling,  or  having  in  possession  of  big  game,  so  far 
as  same  relate  to  game  lawfully  killed  or  taken, 
are  hereby  removed  to  the  extent  and  within  the 
periods  and  limits,  and  subject  to  the  provisions 
hereinafter  set  out  as  follows: — 

BEAR  (except  White  or  Kermodei  Bear), 
throughout  the  Province,  at  any  time  during  the 
open  season,  provided  that  Grizzly  Bear  hide  or 
hides  shall  not  be  sold  at  any  time  without  a  permit. 

Provided,  further,  that  no  other  big-game  or 
portion  thereof  shall  be  sold  in  the  Province. 

Section  5 

No  person  shall  at  any  time  kill,  or  attempt  to 
kill,  any  Migratory  Game  Bird,  Pheasant,  Part¬ 
ridge,  or  Quail  with  a  rifle,  or  hunt,  as  defined  in 
section  2  of  the  “  Game  Act,”  any  game  birds  in 
any  field  or  on  or  over  cultivated  land  by  using  an 
automobile  or  other  vehicle  thereon. 

No  person  shall  hunt,  kill,  or  attempt  to  kill  any 
Migratory  Game  Bird  by  the  use  or  aid  of  baiting, 
and  no  person  shall  hunt,  kill,  or  attempt  to  kill 
any  Migratory  Game  Bird  within  one-half  mile 
of  any  place,  reserved  or  otherwise,  where  baiting 
is  being  done,  or  where  it  has  been  done  less  than 
fourteen  (14)  days  before  the  first  day  of  the  open 
season  for  Ducks  or  Geese  in  the  district  in  which 
the  said  place  is  situated,  and  in  this  section  bait¬ 
ing  means  placing  or  exposing  corn,  wheat,  oats, 
or  other  grain  or  products  thereof,  or  any  food  or 
other  materials  which  may  have  the  effect  of 
attracting  wild  birds. 

No  person  shall  build  or  construct  at  any  place 
in  the  Province  before  the  day  prior  to  the  first  day 
of  the  open  season  for  Migratory  Game  Birds  at 
that  place  a  blind  of  any  kind  that  can  be  used  in 
connection  with  the  hunting  of  the  said  Migratory 
Game  Birds. 

The  use  of  live  decoys  in  the  hunting  or  taking 
of  any  Migratory  Game  Bird  anywhere  in  the 
Province  is  prohibited.  No  person  shall,  while 
hunting  Migratory  Game  Birds,  have  with  him 
more  than  one  shotgun  at  one  time. 

The  open  seasons  declared  by  these  regulations 
shall  not  apply  to  the  hunting,  taking,  or  having 
in  possession  of  Quail,  Pheasant,  Prairie-chicken 
(Sharp-tailed  Grouse),  or  Partridge  at  any  place 
when  the  surface  of  the  ground  at  that  place  is 
covered  with  snow. 
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Section  6 

No  person  shall  hunt,  kill,  or  take  any  Moose, 
Caribou,  Wapiti  (Elk),  or  Deer  while  swimming, 
and  the  hunting,  killing,  or  taking  of  any  game  by 
the  use  of  tracer  bullets  and  tracer-shot  shells  is 
prohibited. 

In  the  hunting  of  big  game  the  use  of  any  rifle 
loaded  with  rim-fire  shells,  the  use  of  full  steel 
(hard  point)  metal-cased  bullets,  and  the  use  of 
any  firearm  that  can  be  or  is  classed  as  a  machine 
gun  or  sub-machine  gun  is  prohibited.  This  regu¬ 
lation  is  not  intended  to  prohibit  the  use  of  arms 
of  the  self-  or  auto-loading  types  in  which  the 
recoil  or  force  of  the  explosion  is  utilized  to  reload 
but  not  to  fire  the  weapon. 

No  person  shall  have  in  his  possession  the  car¬ 
cass  or  portion  of  the  carcass  of  any  member  of 
the  Deer  Family  or  Mountain-sheep  without 
proof  of  sex  unless  the  carcass  has  been  trans¬ 
ported  to  the  place  where  it  is  proposed  to  consume 
the  carcass. 

The  hunting  or  shooting  of  Deer  by  the  use  of 
a  shotgun  is  prohibited  throughout  the  Province 
(except  in  any  municipality  which  prohibits  the 
discharge  of  rifles),  and  in  G.M.A.  Nos.  1,  3,  4, 
and  5  and  in  the  Eastern  District  the  use  of  shot¬ 
guns  (20  gauge  or  larger)  loaded  with  rifled  slugs 
is  permitted. 

“  Deer  Family,”  for  the  purpose  of  these  regu¬ 
lations  shall  mean  and  include  Moose,  Caribou, 
Deer,  and  Wapiti  (Elk). 

Section  7 

No  guide  shall  guide  more  than  two  persons 
at  any  one  time  on  any  big-game  hunting  trip, 
and  no  guide  shall  operate  as  such  except  in  the 
district  allocated  to  him  and  as  set  out  on  his 
guide’s  licence. 

Section  8 

No  person  shall  discharge  a  firearm  over,  on, 
or  across  any  travelled  road  or  highway  within  the 
boundaries  of  any  municipality,  or  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  Esquimalt,  Cowichan-Newcastle, 
Dewdney,  and  Chilliwack  Electoral  Districts,  and 
in  the  North  Saanich  District,  or  on  any  arterial 
or  primary  highway  anywhere  in  the  Province, 
provided  that  in  the  Municipalities  of  Delta  and 
Sumas  the  discharge  of  firearms  of  any  descrip¬ 
tion  on,  over,  or  within  any  road  allowance  is 
prohibited.

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“GAME  ACT” 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that,  under  the 
provisions  of  section  69  of  the  “  Game  Act,”  chap¬ 
ter  135  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Colum¬ 
bia,  1948,”  the  following  regulations,  to  be  known 
as  “Trapping  Regulations,  1957-58,”  be  made: — 

TRAPPING  REGULATIONS,  1957-58 

The  prohibitions  declared  by  section  18  of  the 
“Game  Act,”  being  chapter  135  of  the  “Revised 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948,”  as  to  the  trap¬ 
ping  of  Fur-bearing  Animals,  are  hereby  removed 
to  the  extent  and  within  the  period  and  limits  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  set  out  respec¬ 
tively,  as  follows: — 

For  the  purpose  of  defining  the  open  seasons  for 
the  trapping  of  fur-bearing  animals,  the  Province 
shall  be  divided  into  two  districts,  to  be  known  as 
the  Western  and  Eastern  Districts. 

“  WESTERN  DISTRICT”  shall  mean  and  in¬ 
clude  all  that  nart  of  the  Province  situate  and  lying 
to  the  west  of  the  summit  of  the  Cascade  Moun¬ 
tains  and  south  of  the  Atlin  Electoral  District. 

“EASTERN  DISTRICT”  shall  mean  and  in¬ 
clude  all  of  the  remainder  of  the  Province. 


Western  District 

BEAVER,  MUSKRATS,  and  OTTER  (except 
Sea-otter),  in  that  portion  of  the  Lillooet  Electoral 
District  situate  and  lying  to  the  east  of  a  line  drawn 
north  and  south  (astronomic)  of  Alta  Lake  Rail¬ 
way-station,  on  the  Pacific  Great  Eastern  Railway, 
and  including  the  watershed  of  the  Upper  Lillooet 
River,  December  1st,  1957,  to  May  24th,  1958. 

REAVER  and  MUSKRATS,  in  those  portions 
of  the  Western  District  situate  and  lying  south  of 
the  51st  parallel  of  north  latitude,  December  1st, 

1957,  to  February  28th,  1958.  In  those  portions 
of  the  Western  District  situate  and  lying  north  of 
the  51st  parallel  of  north  latitude  (except  Reaver 
and  Muskrats  on  all  of  the  Queen  Charlotte  Is¬ 
lands),  December  1st,  1957,  to  May  24th,  1958. 
Muskrats  on  all  of  the  Queen  Charlotte  Islands, 
December  1st,  1957,  to  February  28th,  1958. 

ALL  OTHER  FUR-BEARING  ANIMALS  (ex¬ 
cept  Sea-otter),  in  those  portions  of  the  Western 
District  situate  and  lying  north  of  the  51st  parallel 
of  north  latitude  (except  Squirrels  on  all  of  the 
Queen  Charlotte  Islands),  November  1st,  1957,  to 
February  28th,  1958,  and  in  those  further  portions 
situate  and  lying  south  of  the  51st  parallel  of  north 
latitude,  December  1st,  1957,  to  February  28th, 

1958. 

There  shall  be  no  close  season  on  RACOON, 
SKUNK,  and  WOLVERINE  anywhere  in  the 
Western  District,  and  these  animals  may  be  killed 
with  the  use  of  firearms  by  the  holder  of  any  fire¬ 
arms  licence  issued  under  the  provisions  of  the 
“  Game  Act.”  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
this  paragraph,  no  trap  must  remain  set  for  the 
taking  of  the  said  animals  after  May  24th,  1958. 

Noie. — Squirrels  are  included  in  the  definition 
of  fur-bearing  animals. 

Eastern  District 

REAVER,  MUSKRATS,  and  OTTER  (except 
Sea-otter),  north  of  the  51st  parallel  of  north  lati¬ 
tude  and  in  the  Yale  and  Kamloops  Electoral  Dis¬ 
tricts,  December  1st,  1957.  to  May  24th,  1958.  In 
the  remaining  portions  of  the  Eastern  District, 
December  1st,  1957,  to  April  30th,  1958. 

ALL  OTHER  FUR-REARING  ANIMALS,  No¬ 
vember  1st,  1957,  to  February  28th,  1958. 

In  that  portion  of  the  Province  situate  and  lying 
north  of  the  56th  parallel  of  north  latitude,  a  duly 
licensed  and  registered  trapper  may  take  any  FOX 
within  his  registered  trapping  area  throughout  the 
year. 

There  shall  be  no  close  season  on  RACOON, 
SKUNK,  and  WOLVERINE  anywhere  in  the 
Eastern  District,  and  these  animals  may  be  killed 
by  the  use  of  firearms  by  the  holder  of  any  fire¬ 
arms  licence  issued  under  the  provisions  of  the 
“  Game  Act.”  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
this  paragraph,  no  trap  must  remain  set  for  the 
taking  of  the  said  animals  after  May  24th.  1958. 

Note. — Squirrels  are  included  in  the  definition 
of  fur-bearing  animals. 

Throughout  the  Province 

Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  these 
regulations,  no  REAVER  must  be  trapped  or  taken 
except  under  permit  issued  by  the  Game  Commis¬ 
sion  or  its  authorized  agent  and  in  accordance  with 
all  of  (he  provisions  of  the  Regulations  Covering 
the  Sealing  of  Beaver-pelts. 

MUSKRATS  are  only  to  be  taken  by  the  use  of 
traps,  but  this  prohibition  shall  not  apply  to  areas 
of  the  Province  enclosed  by  dykes. 

The  killing,  trapping,  or  taking  of  FUR-REAR¬ 
ING  ANIMALS  by  the  use  of  spring-pole  traps 
anywhere  in  the  Province  is  prohibited. 

No  REAR  shall  be  trapped  anywhere  in  the 
Province.
